


BABY TALK 

Dr. Benjamin Spock, known to most of 
us as the famous baby doctor and author 
of BABY AND CHILD CARE, will lecture in 
the auditorium at 7:30 p.m., October 1/7. 

Often called the "father of a whole 
generation" because of the effect his 
book had on "bringing up kids" in America, 
Dr. Spock may not even mention child-rear- 
ing in his lecture. His concerns and 
activities are now centered on people who 
want peace in the world. 

He has been an outspoken critic of the 
war, the administration, obscenity, welfare 
systems and the draft. Since 1970, Dr. 
Spock has spoken at more than 200 college 
campuses, bringing his message of the need 
forradical action to solve today's world 
problems. In particular, he is the chair- 
man of S.A.N.E. which is asking for complete 
nuclear disarmament because of the radia- 
tion hazards to us and future generations. 

Dr. Spock has been informed of the 
unique nature of the Gallaudet Community 
and has assured us that his evening's 
presentation will be of special interest. 
He is also the author of CARING FOR YOUR 
DISABLED CHILD and PROBLEMS OF PARENTS.

SAY/SIGN THAT AGAIN 

The battle between proponents of lip- 
reading and those of sign language waned 
recently with the publication of DEAFNESS 
IN INFANCY AND EARLY CHILDHOOD. 

The book is edited by Dr. Peter Fine 
and published by Medcom Press. Primarily 
intended for doctors but accessible to 
parents, the book points out the evidence 
collected from years of careful studies 
which points strongly to the benefit of 
using both lipreading and sign language 
along with other (called total communi- 
cation) methods. 

A most interesting point made is the 
fact that deaf children of deaf parents 
score significantly higher on intelligence 
tests than deaf children of hearing par- 
ents. They learn to read at an earlier 
age because they learn to "sign" as in- 
fants and literally learn to think earlier.
